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OFFICIAL SALARIES. 


The Augusta Chronicle persistently 
advocates higher salaries for our officials. 
The text of its lengthy ‘articles is taken 
from the recent resignations of Judges 
McCay and Trippe—that they resigned 
because they were unable to live upon 
the salaries attached to their positions. 
This text, from which our contemporary 
draws its inspirations and conclusions on 
the subject of salaries is, we are sure, 
big mistake. Neither Judge McCay’s 
nor Judge Trippe’s resignation was pri~ 
marily induced, a8 we are informed, by 
apy such thing. A precariousstate of 
health on the part of one of these ¢ml- 
nent men, and the near completion of 
the term of the other had much more to 
do with the resignations than the reason 
popularly assigned. 

Now that we are prickir g bubbles, we 
may as well mention other errors into 
which the Chronicle has fallen. It as 
serts that a man of family cannot com- 
fortably and rightly live in Atlanta on & 
salary of $3,900. This isalso a great 
mistake. The statement may 
be true in luxurious Augusta; but 
in democratic Atlanta a man 
who is free of habits that judges should 
not indulge in, can live like a republican 
prince on such a salary. He can’t keep 
a four-in-hand, but he can freely use our 
popular yellow-tinted carriages that run 
in every direction, and are after all just 
as serviceable. In its anxiety to present 
a strong case the Chronicle states that 
living is rapidly becoming dear. The 
reverse is the case in Atlanta, and we 
advise the Chronicle to hereafter do its 
trading in this city. 

But the Chronicle's favorite point runs 
about this way: thirty-nine hundred dol- 
lars do not represent the average annual 
earnings of a fourth-rate lawyer in Geor- 
gia; that the judges of the supreme court 
work for one quarter of what they could 
earn at the bar, etc. There is not, it says, 
‘‘s yawyer in fair practice in the state, 
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We cannot efdorse this schedule. We 
want competent and honest men in pub- 
lic places, Georgia now possesses the 
services of such men. We have no fear 
that the supply will become unavailable. 
These are times of general depression 
and of reduction in the articles of liviog, 
of nearly all things that salaries are need- 
ed for; and if the Chronicle will only be 
patient the salaries of our officials will 
be handsomely increased by the reduc- 
tions that are going on in every branch 
of business. Other salaries are falling, 
and in New York city there is a society 
devoted to the securing of reductions in 
public salaries on account of the change 
in the genetal condition. Is this not, 
therefore, a strange time to increase the 
salaries of our officials ° 

But the Chronicle strikes bed-rock 
when it advocates a feasible scheme for 
lessening the labors of the supreme court. 
We are willing to fali into its 
ranks and fight it out on _ that 
line if it takes all winter. The 
supreme court is overworked; its calendar 
is immense and annually increasing. We 
still believe the plan that we suggested 
several weeks ago the best that can be 
devised. The calendar is swelled by 
cases that are appealed either to secure 
time, or to secure increased fees in the 
pockets of lawyers who are not over- 
scrupulous in their statements to their 
Clients. In other words, a host of cases 
are taken to the supreme court on noto- 
r.ously insuflicient grounds, Give the 
judges of that court power to impose dis- 
cretionary fines in such cases, and we 
will witness a wonderful lessening of the 
calendar. We belicve this is the wisest, 
most practical and valuable plan that can 
be devised to lessen the labors of our 
overworked but fairly paid judges.

DANIEL QO CONNELL. 


Thisday one hundred years ago the 
great Liberator was born near Cabirciveen 
in the county of Kerry. His family was 
ancient but straightened in circumstances. 
His school education was interrupted by 
the breaking out of the Revoluti@n, but 
in 1798 he was called to the bar. He 
rose rapidly in his profession, but he was 
soon drawn into the movements for 
the relief of the Catholics of Ireland, 
and in many of them his unquestioned 
abilities quickly made hima leader. In 
1828 he was elected a 
member of parliament for 
Clare, although it was well-known that 
he could not take his seat on account of 
oaths which then formed the ground of 
the exclusion of Catholics from parlia- 
ment. This bold step directly led to the 
passage of the Catholic Emancipation act, 
and the Liberator was at once,re-clected 
and took his seat. Ie remained in par- 
liament many years, having relinquished 
his practice for the purpose of devoting 
himself to public affairs. At length, in 


the repeal of the Union that he led he 
was, in 1841, indicted for sedition, and 
after along and memorable trial, convict- 
ed. This judgment was reversed by the 
house of lords, but his health had suffer- 
ed from corfinement in prison. In 1846, 
while supporting the whig government 
his health gave way. He was ordered to 
try a milder climate; and on his journey 
to Rome in the spring of 1847, he was 
suddenly seized with paralysis, and died 
at Genoa on the 15th day of May in that 
year. 

It is unnecessary to speak further of 
his active and brilliant career. It is 
written in the heart of every Irish Cath- 
olic. He was one of the greatest masters 
of popular eloquence that the world has 
ever known. And to this is due, per- 
haps, the fact that few of his speeches 
survive him. They were for the most 
part extempore, and are therefore lost to 
posterity. But enough remain to ensure 
his everlasting fame. He published but a 
single volume, and a few pamphlets. 
But still the fame of the champion of civ- 
il and religious liberty will outlast that of 
all his contemporaries. 

The city of Dublin, where is the grave 
of O’Connell, will to-day be the center 
of attraction for the Irish people. They 
will go up there by thousands and tens 
of thousands, and a celebration of impos- 
ing character will take place. The cere- 
monies are to last three days. But Dub- 
lin will not be alone the theatre of cen- 
tennial services to the memory of the man 
whose life was devoted to a warfare against 
despotism aud religious persecution, 
All over the civilized world the thoughts 
of Irishmen will revert to O’Connell. 
We are glad that his countrymen in At- 
lanta are not unmuindful of his services, 
and that appropriate ceremunies will be 
held in the city to-day. 

The great statesman was on his way 
to Rome when he was stricken down 
with the fatal illness at Genoa, and we 
can not do better than to give in concla- 
sion the words of a recent writer: 

For a day orso he endured great pain. 
Then utter and com prostration su-

Of course they, being Austrian in sen- 
timent and Christian in religion, wish to 
belong to Austria under the form of a 
dependency. They would probably, if 
free from Turkey, elect Prince Milan 
prince regnant. This is, we suspect, the 
reason why the great Servian magnate 
has gone to Vienna to see what the Im- 
perial government will think of it. 
Prince Milan isthe son of old Prince 
Michael of Servia, who died in 1863,aged 
100 ycars. In 1857, this old man was at 
Baden, where he, together with his fol- 
lowing, occupied a whole hotel. At the 
grand ball given to celebrate the peace 
of 1859, between France and Austria, 
the great Austrian magnates were out ,in 
force, and chicf among them was Prince 
Michael. His grand daughter wore more 
jewels than any lady present at a ball 
where every princely or noble family of 
Europe had donned their bravest attire. 
He received from his estates a rental of 
ten million bushels of wheat annually, 
to say nothing of other grains and tobac- 
co and wine. Tue condition of the 
‘Sick Man of Europe’s” domain, as the 
late Duke DeMorny called the sultan, 
has been growing more and more preca- 
rious, and we shall not be surprised to 
see the Herzegovinian revolt result in 
the dismemberment of the Turkish em- 
pire, and the addition of another to the 
powerfui semi-independent principali- 
ties of Austria.”

The Weather. 


WasHINGTON, August 5.—For the 
south Atlantic and gulf states partly 
cloudy ard continued warm weather, 
with southerly winds veering to westerly 
and northeast, stationary or rising barom- 
eter and local rains in the lower Missis- 
sippi valley. The lower Ohio river will 
continue to rise at the stations below Cin- 
cinnati, and fall rapidly at the stations 
above Cincinnati. The flood will become 
more dangerous between Louisville and 
Paducah. The central Mississippi will 
rise at Cairo, Memphis, Helena and Vicks- 
burg, and fall at St. Louis. The danger 
will increase in the lower Mississippi be- 
tween Cairo and Vicksburg during Fri- 
day and Saturday. 


SPECIAL RIVER REPORTS. 


During the past twenty-four hours the 
Ohio river has risen 28 inches at Cin- 
cinnati; two feet at Louisville; one foot 
at Evansville, and 1044 feet at Paducah, 
where it is now 4 feet and 3 inches below 
the danger ling. Itis from 2 to 5 feet 
above the danger line at St. Louis. Be- 
tween Evansville and Cincinnati it has 
fallen and is now below the danger line 
at Marietta and Pittsburg. The Missis- 
si Pp has risen 6 inches at Cairo; 2 inches 
at Memphis, and is rising at Vicksburg, 
but has fallen 1 feot at St. Louis and 5 
inches at Warsaw.

It1is 1 foot be- 
low the danger line at Memphis and 1 
and 10 inches below at Vicksburg. The 
Missouri has fallen slightly at all the 
stat ons. The Cumberland has risen 6 
inches at Nashville. The floods will in.

tucky and southern Indiana. 

Memuuis, August 5.—Heavy rain pre- 
vails.
